HE Court has receiv'’d the 
impor:ant News that a Peace 
is concluded berween Ruffia 
and the Porre, and that the 
Preliminaries were fign'd on 
} the 7th Inftant in the Grand 
Vizier’s Camp between the 
w1 faid Minift-r and Kanofschi, 
i who was for that End fur- 
a - nifh'd with theCzarina’s full- 
Phyers, and is the fame Perfon that was with the 
Glind Vizier when the Preliminaries were fign’d be- 
eneen the Emperor and the Porte. Thofe chat relareto 
Rua are not yet made publick, bur we are affured 
sheyare in Subftanc: as follows, © That Afoph fhall be 
demolith’d, That the Treaty of Pruth fhall be con- 
‘frmed; That Ruffia fhall be fatisfy’d with r-gard to 
‘the Jocurfionsof the Iartars; That proper Methods 
‘ fhould be taken to prevent its being expos’d to them 
‘ for the future ; thar there fhall be a new Regulation 
tof the Limits of the Ruffian and Turkith Domi- 
pions, and that a Congrefs fhall be afflembled for 
‘ figning the definitive Treaty of Peace by the Plesi- 
‘ porentiaries of the Emperor, the Czarina, and the 
‘Porte.’ The Ruffian Minifter here has been very 
conflant of late at Court, where he has had a long 
Conference with the Count de Sintzendorf upon the 
Nepociations with the Porte. ‘Tis certain, that the 
Grand Vizier has offer’d a Million of Ducats to pre- 
vent the Demolition of the Works of the Citadel of 
Belgrade. The Populace of this Cisy are at length 
retun’d to their Dury, bur the Authors of the Tu- 
molt will be punifh’d. | 
The Emperor has fent a Letter to his Minifters at 
the foreign Ceurrs, wherein he declares the Counts 
de Wallis and Neupeig guilty of High Crimes, and 
eners very particularly into all che Pauls committed 
by the former in the Field, and by the fatter in the | 
Corclufion of the Preliminaries. Ic fays in particn- 
lat,‘ That Count Wallis, tho” he had Orders to 
‘ march towards the Morave, ftay’d fo long till the 
‘ Turks made themfelves Mafters of Semendria, to 
which all the Misfortune of the Campaign has 
‘been owing; That his long Stay without Neceffity

The Publick confidering the above Charge upon 
the Count de Neuperg, knows not how to reconcile 
it with the News that he is to be the Firft Plenipo- 
tenciary of the Emperor for the Confummarton of the 
Work of Peace. All titefe Things confound the 
Ideas of thofe People who argue upon the prefent 
Events, the Confequence of which isa Multitude of 
Stories that are falie or contradictory. 

Belgrade, Sept. 9. O. 8. On the 18th the Peace 
with the Turks was fign’d here in Form, by the 
Counts de Wallis and Neuperg, and General Schmet- 
tay, who had che Full Powers for thar Purpofs, in 
the Name of the Emperor ; and by the Grand Vizicr, 
the Batha intended for the Government of this City, 
the Aga of the Janizarics, and feveral other General 
Officers of the Ortoman Army, in the Name of the 
Grand’ Scigoior, The Grand Vizier, aod the Mar- 
quis de Villeneuve, who alfo fign’d the Treaty, as 
Ambaffader Extraordinaty in the Mediation of 
France, fet out Yefterday for Conftantinople, and 
are to be follow’d by the Six Hoftages, who are not 
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of this City. 

Warfaw, Sept. 14. OS. Jul now we hear, tha: 
the Velt Marfhal de Munich, who was.on the March 
with the Rufhan Army towards Wallachia, ts to re 
turn forthwith over the Niefter into the Uxraine, the 
rather becaufe the Peace betwixt R uffia and the Porte 
is fettled. We have Advice at the fare time, that 
Choczim was to be furrendred to the Turks by virtue 
of the Articles of the Peace. 

Naples, Sept. g. O. 8. Itdoes not appear that this 
Court has. yet come to anv Refolution touching the 
Diffzrences berween the Crowns of Spain and Grear 
Britain. Every thing remains in its former Situation ; 
there is no manner of Talk of augmenting the Forces, 
and there is mo Morion making that Jool:s like a De- 
fign to take any Parr in the War if one fhould hap- 
pen to break out betwixt the Powers above-mention'd. 
_ Rome, Sept. 8. OnS. The Chevalier de St. George 
and his two Sons jet out on the 3d to go and fpend 
the. Antumn at Albano, having thought fir to leave 
the City fome Days fooner then ufual, for fear of che 
Smail-pox which is at this time very fatal here.
